Horrors of Premature Burial. 


Santa Fe Mexican. 


Another case of burial before death 
was made koowo io Santa Fe yester- 
day, or at least evidence of the prob- 
able occurrence of that shocking mis- 
take leakéd out and reached the re- 
porter's ears. Some time ago this pa- 
per published an account of the sud 
den death of a man named Reed at the 
Grand Central Hotel, which event was 
supposed to have been the result of 
suicide. The body of the man was found 
in the bed of one of the rooms at 12 
o'clock eu Sunday night by the clerk 
of the hotel, h happened to go ivto 
the apartment. It was to all appear- 
ance lifeless, but there was no sign of 
violence, aud no evidence indicative 
of the manner in which the supposed 
dead man cume to his end. He had 
been perfectly well, „s far ae coulu 
be learned, un the day befure, and un- 
der the circumstances it “as conclud- 
ed that be had committed suicide. 


The Cnief of Police, a phyrician and « 


two others were called on duriuy the 
day, and arrived at the same couclu- 
sion. Reed had money on his person, 
although he had had a large amount 
of it on the Saturday preceeding his 
death, and the county authorities tok 
bold of the matter and nad him bur- 
ied. Four or five days afterwards rei- 
atives of the deceased reached Santa 
Fe, and prepared to disinter the re- 
mains aud remove them to the east. 
They procured a metallic coffiv, had 
the body taken up, and on Friday 
morning last left for the east with the 
charge. Yesterday the man ewploy- 
ed, to take up the coffin told a vuw- 
ber of us that when he done so, 
and hai removed the lid, he was star- 
tled and completely unoerved by the 
sight which met his gaze. The body 
lying on its side,with the bands drawu 
up as far as it was posible to get them 
with the lid of the cufho closed, aud 
the forehead uf the decrased was 
bruised and cut. Oa the coffin there 
was blood, as if the deceased had 
struck bis head frequently ugaiust the 
board in a vain effort to push it off. 
The mau who discovered this bud 
himself laid the deceased out, made 
the cuffla, aud placed the body in it, 
aod he remembered distinctly that 
the hands of the corpse were then 
clasped over the chest, aud that when 
the lid wa3 clo-ed the deceawd lay 
straight ou his buck. When the fricuds 
of the dead man discovered these 
facts they determine! to kvep the 
matter quiet, and left for the east 
without saying auy hing about it, and 
it was not until alter they had left 
that the carpenter who opened the 
coffin made known his shocking dis- 
covery.

A Distinguwhed Criminal. 


The trial of M. and Mme. Fried- 
mann de Friedland for foigery took 

lace in Paris op April 8. Mme. 

riedmann is the daughter of Mme. 
de Persigny, aud the great-grand- 
daughter of Marshal Ney and of La- 
fitte, Louis Phillippe’s Mini-ter. The 
crime imputed to her and her hus- 
band is that of having fo bills on 
Mme. de la Moskowa, Mme. Fried- 
mann's grandmother. The sum for 
which these bills were drawn amount- 
ed in all to 180,000 francs, of which 
103,000 francs were discounted by 
Messrs. Rothschild. The defence of 
Mme. Friedmann was that she was 
authorized to draw the bills by her 
grandmother, and M. Friedmann said 
that he was unaware that the siguatur e 
was not the Pringess s. The accused 
were both locked up for a time, but 
on their grandmother's death enabliog 
them to pay off the creditors they 
were set at liberty. M. de Rothchild, 
who was called as a witoess, explained 
that he had bern on intimate terms 
with the Duc de Persigny when he was 
Ambassador in London. and had con- 
sequently discounted the bills without 
very rigorous examination. The 
jury ‘found averdict of Not guilty.”

the straw bid and the amount paid to 
the stage owner. The tallacy of such 
figuring is apparent at a glance. There 
are many crook: and turns in the bus. 
iness, but this seems to be the genera!

to be supped. Still, in the wave of 
popular virtue which floods the coun- 
try at such times, there may be im- 
portant evidence overlooked.

Newten was Mistaken, 


Sir Isaac Newton long ago p opoand- 
eis theory which, io spite of its fal- 
lacy, has had many adherents. He 
iosisted that the anatomy of the 
female arm is such that it is impo“si- 
ble for a girl to move her arms in the 
plane of her waist band. Without 
dwelling on the fact that he unwar- 
rantably assumed the existence of 
female waistbands, it is sufficient . to 
say that facts conclusively cootredict 
this assertion.
